The  Urban  District  of  Banstead  comprises  the 
Parishes  of  Banstead  (5,659  acres),  Chipstead  (2,151 
acres),  Kingswood  (1,820  acres),  Walton-on-the-Hill 
(2,304  acres),  and  Woodmansterne  (887  acres).  The 
largest  is  the  Banstead  Parish,  which  contains  several 
defined  communities,  namely  Banstead,  Burgh  Heath, 
Nork,  Tattenham  and  Tadworth.  Lower  Kingswood  is 
within  the  Kingswood  Parish. 

The  altitude  is  high.  Banstead  Village  is  530  feet, 
Chipstead  550  feet.  Lower  Kingswood  660  feet,  and 
Walton-on-the-Hill  580  feet  above  sea  level. 

Green  Belt  and  Common  land  provide  large  tracts 
of  open  space  and  generally  the  district  is  well  wooded, 
undulating,  and  of  great  scenic  beauty.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Personal  Health  Services. 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young- 
children,  midwifery,  home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after 
care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered 
by  the  Surrey  County  Council. 

Hospital  Facilities. 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facilities  within  the 
district.  The  chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the 
Redhill  County  Hospital;  East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill  • 
Epsom  District  Hospital;  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital;  and 
St.  Heher  Hospital,  Carshalton. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the 
laboratory  at  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital,  were  used  for 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  specimens  and 
samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst 
were  employed. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  Surrey  County  Council 
continued  to  operate  from  White  Lodge,  Brighton  Road, 
Banstead  (Telephone .’  Burgh  Heath  2222),  greatly  to  the 
benefit  of  the  residents  of  the  district. 

Mortuary  Facilities. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough 
of  Epsom  and  Ewell,  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  of  that 
authority  at  Hook  Road,  Epsom,  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Residential  Accommodation,  Welfare  Services — Part  HI. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  is  the  local  authority  for  the 
purposes  of  this  part  of  the  Act,  relating  to  the  provision  of 
residential  accommodation  for  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention,  and  welfare  services  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  other  persons  permanently  handicapped  by  illness  or 
injury. 

Removal  of  Persons  Requiring  Care  and  Attention — 
Section  47. 

No  action  by  the  Council  was  necessary  during  1949. 
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Buriai.  or  Cremation  or  the  Dead — Section  50. 

No  case  arose  to  be  dealt  with  in  respect  of  the  Council’s 
function  under  this  heading. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  in  pipes  to  the 
district  from  the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water 
Company  (Banstead,  Kingswood  and  Woodmansterne),  and 
of  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  (Chipstead  and  Walton- 
on-the-Hill). 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  and  the 
water  is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 

Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for  examination 
by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals,  and 
routine  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Councils  m the 
area  of  supply  of  the  two  Water  Companies,  also  monthly. 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  also  operate  their 
own  laboratory  at  their  Sutton  Works,  and  samples  of  the 
raw  and  treated  waters  are  examined  daily  by  their  Chemist 
and  Bacteriologist.

TT  exception  of  seven  dwellings,  all  houses  in  the 

Urban  District  are  provided  with  a piped  water  supply  direct 
into  the  houses.  There  are  no  houses  supplied  by  means  of 
stand-pipe.  In  respect  of  the  seven  exceptions,  the  houses  are 
isolated  and  not  reasonably  accessible  for  service  by  piped 
supply.  In  each  case  water  for  domestic  purposes  is  obtained 
by  cartage  from  the  nearest  available  water  service.  The 
occupiers  are  advised  to  boil  all  water  for  use  for  drinking- 
purposes.  Five  of  the  houses  are  situate  at  Walton-on-the- 
Hili,  and  two  at  Tower  Kingswood. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


Public  sewers  are  provided  which  serve  the  majority  of 
the  premises  in  the  parishes  of  Banstead,  Walton-on-the-Hill 
Md  Woodmansterne,  and  a few  houses  in  Chipstead  and 


By  means  of  two  small  pumping  stations  (one  at 
ladworth  and  one  at  Walton-on-the-Hill)  and  by  gravitation, 
the  Banstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill  drainage  discharges  to 
the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  Borough  of  Sutton  and 
Uieam  at  Worcester  Park,  and  the  remainder  of  the  sewers 
(Woodmansterne  area)  by  gravitation  discharge  via  the 
sewers  of  Coulsdon  and  Purley  U.D.C.  to  the  sewage  disposal 
works  of  the  County  Borough  of  Croydon 


Progress  continued  during  the  year  towards  the  carrying 
out  of  the  modified  sewerage  scheme  for  Chipstead  and 
Kingswood,  which  provides  for  the  sewering  of  Tower  Kings- 
wood as  the  immediate  objective.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
intimated  approval  of  the  proposal  in  principle  and  at  the  end 
ot  the  year,  information  was  awaited  as  to  the  award  of  a 
starting  date  for  the  work  under  the  Government’s  Prioritv 
Organisation.  ^ 


Where  sewers  are  not  available,  drainage  is  by  means  of 
cesspools  and  in  respect  of  a small  number  of  premises  by 
septic  tank  installations.  The  approximate  number  of  cess- 
pools  in  the  district  is  1,300,  of  which  1,100  are  in  Chipstead 
and  Kingswood. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  Urban  District. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Cesspool  Emptying. 

Where  there  is  not  a public  sewer  available,  cesspools  are 
emptied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  on  a basis  of  monthly 
emptying.  It  is  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  to  this  basis 
and  in  numerous  cases  the  service  given  has  had  to  be 
increased  to  emptying  twice  or  three  times  monthly.  Par- 
ticularly in  the  case  of  food  trade  premises  it  is  very  desirable 
that  the  service  should  be  adequate. 

The  sewage  removed  from  cesspools  is  emptied  into  the 
public  sewers  at  two  specially  constructed  discharging  points, 
one  in  Waterhouse  Lane,  Burgh  Heath,  and  the  other  at  How 
Lane,  Chipstead.  Six  cesspool  emptiers  are  in  operation. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are  a number 
of  pail  and  tub  closets.  Of  the  latter,  58  in  the  Parish  of 
Kingswood,  19  in  the  Parish  of  Banstead,  56  in  the  Parish  of 
Chipstead,  3 in  the  Parish  of  Woodmansterne,  and  3 in  the 
Parish  of  Walton-on-the-Hill,  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by 
the  Council,  on  a weekly  basis,  and  in  some  instances  twice 
weekly. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  fortnightly  by  direct 
labour.  The  refuse  of  Banstead  Hospital  is  collected  daily. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  under  a system  whereby  traders 
can  have  their  refuse  collected  at  a charge  of  6d.  per  bin  for 
dry  refuse  and  2/-  per  bin  for  wet  refuse. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  at  the  Destructoi;  of  the  Corporation 
of  Reigate. 

Schemes  for  the  collection  of  salvage,  waste  paper  and 
pig  food  are  operated.

Shops  Act,  1934. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  as  the  local  authority  under 
these  Acts,  administers  the  provisions  thereof,  except  those 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  which  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Urban  District  Council,  relating  to  ventilation, 
temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

Swimming  Poops. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pools 
at  Burgh  Heath,  which  are  available  for  use  by  the  public 
during  the  summer  months.  There  is  mechanical  filtration 
and  chlorination  of  the  water  at  both  these  swimming  pools. 

Two  samples  of  the  pool  waters  were  taken  during  1949, 
and  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  gave 
satisfactory  results. 

Eradication  of  Bfd  Bugs. 

The  following  infestations  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year  : — 

Council  houses,  3 Two  major  infestations  and 

one  minor  infestation. 

Other  houses,  5 All  minor  infestations. 
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These  infestations  involved  12  rooms.  Disinfestation 
was  by  liquid  insecticide  spray  of  11  of  the  rooms  and  gas  was 
used  for  one  room.  In  respect  of  the  two  major  infestations, 
treatment  was  repeated,  but  in  the  other  cases,  initial  treat- 
ment was  completely  successful. 

Cleansing  of  Persons. 

Until  April  1949,  the  cleansing  station  of  the  Borough 
of  Sutton  and  Cheam  was  used  for  Banstead  cases,  and  since 
that  date,  the  new  cleansing  station  incorporated  in  the 
recently  erected  offices  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in 
Chipstead  Road,  Banstead,  has  operated. 

The  facilities  thus  provided  within  the  district  have 
proved  to  be  a very  satisfactory  arrangement. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  a considerable  reduction  in  the 
nurnber  of  cases  of  scabies  and  head-lice  requiring  treatment 
during  the  year.  There  were  fourteen  cases  of  scabies  and 
two  cases  of  head-lice,  as  compared  with  sixty-one  and  eight 
respectively  in  1948. 

Of  the  scabies  cases,  thirteen  were  children  and  one  an 
adult. 

The  number  of  treatments  totalled  seventy.  Bathing  and 
application  of  Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion  form  the  treatment 
for  scabies  and  shampooing  and  application  of  Eethane  Oil 
for  head-lice.  Both  methods  have  proved  successful.  No 
charge  is  made  for  the  service. 

Moveable  Dwellings — Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Due  to  the  housing  shortage,  there  are  a number  of  sites 
in  the  Urban  District  used  for  camping  purposes. 

The  provisions  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931, 
apply  in  the  Urban  District  and  under  such  provisions,  the 
control  of  gypsies  has  been  successfully  operated.  Previous 
to  1949,  three  Prohibited  Areas  covering  parts  of  the  Nork, 
Tattenham  and  Tadworth  areas  were  in  existence  and  arising 
out  of  serious  trouble  with  gypsies  in  1948  and  1949,  Court 
action  by  the  Council  in  June  and  October,  1949,  resulted  in 
Orders  being  obtained  under  Section  57  of  the  Act  whereby 
two  further  Prohibited  Areas  were  established,  one  at 
Woodmansterne  and  the  other  in  the  Chipstead  Road, 
Banstead,  area.

Routine  testing  of  the  public  sewers  in  the  district  was 
carried  out  during  November  and  for  the  third  year  the 
results  were  completely  negative  as  to  the  presence  of  rats. 
Approximately  10%  of  the  sewers  were  baited,  namely  160 
manholes  on  eight  miles  of  sewers. 

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Act  relate  to  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  thereof,  but  the  Council  do  provide  a 
service  for  the  carrying  out  of  disinfestation  work  which 
■occupiers  of  premises  can  employ  if  they  so  desire.  Charges 
made  for  this  service  are  generally  of  a nominal  character  in 
respect  of  residential  premises,  and  are  dependent  on  the  type 
and  character  of  the  infestation.  For  business  premises 
charges  are  based  on  actual  cost.

Much  attention  was  given  to  the  supervision  of  the  milk 
supplies  and  sampling  increased  from  104  samples  in  1948  to 
in  1949.  Eflforts  to  obtain  improvements  at  one  local 
dairy  resulted  in  the  installation  of  a bottle  washing  machine 
in  place  of  hand  washing  of  bottles,  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  the  dairyman  installed  new  plant  for  heat-treatment 
of  the  milk  by  the  “ holder  ” method,  which  replaced  an  out- 
of-date  and  very  unsatisfactory  flash  “pasteuriser.”  The 
result  was,  that  sample  results  improved  considerably.  A 
further  desirable  improvement  was  obtained  when  electric 
motors  were  installed  for  driving  the  brine  compressor,  to 
replace  an  internal  combustion  engine  situated  in  the  dairy. 
The  removal  of  the  engine  shafting  and  belt  drive  considerably 
improved  the  amenities  and  cleanliness  of  the  dairy. 
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(Certified)  failed  the  Coliform  test. 

Note. — (a)  Numbers  in  brackets  show  samples  of  school  milks  included  in  total. 

(b)  “Standard”  relates  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  and/or  Coliform  Test  and/or  Phosphatase 

Test,  according  to  the  standard  applicable  to  the  particular  type  of  milk. 

(c)  The  sterilised  sample  was  taken  prior  to  the  operation  of  the  Turbidity  Test  on  October  1st, 


The  results  of  the  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified) 
samples  which  failed  to  conform  to  the  standard  were  com- 
municated to  the  licensing  authority. 

Five  samples  of  raw  milk  taken  at  farm  premises  were 
submitted  for  microscopical  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli. 
The  results  were  negative. 

Three  samples  of  school  milk  were  examined  by  filter 
test  for  alleged  splintered  glass  contamination.  The  results 
were  negative. 

Investigation  of  bottle  cleansing  at  two  local  dairies  was 
carried  out  and  extended  over  a period  of  several  months.  A 
total  of  108  cleansed  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  42  at  one  dairy  and  66  at  the  other. 

At  the  first  dairy,  where  hand  washing  of  bottles  was  the 
method  of  cleansing  with  use  of  steam  sterilising  chest  for 
one-third  pint  bottles  only,  the  initial  bacterial  counts  per 
bottle,  were  as  follows  : — 

One-third  pint  bottles  varied  between  420  and  1,850. 

One  pint  bottles  varied  between  3,800  and  5,000.’ 

^ Alterations  advised  in  the  methods  of  cleansing,  which 
included  the  use  of  the  steam  chest  for  all  bottles,  reduced 
the  counts  to  under  600  and  as  low  as  5 and  10.  This  im- 
provement was  sustained. 

Cleansing  by  machine  was  the  method  at  the  second 
dairy  and  counts  varied  from  1,500  to  over  4,000.  Cater 
sarnples  gave  reduced  counts,  but  the  improvement  was  not 
maintained  and  the  investigations  were  still  in  hand  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

Consideration  was  given  by  the  Public  Health  Committee 
to  the  refusal  of  two  applications  for  registration  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  and  notice  was  given  to  the 
applicant  to  attend  before  the  Committee  to  show  cause  why 
the  applications  should  not  be  refused.  The  matter  in 
question  related  to  the  lack  of  provision  of  hot  water  facilities 
and  by  the  date  of  the  Committee’s  meeting,  the  applicant 
had  provided  the  required  facilities  at  each  of  the  premises. 
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A considerable  quantity  of  the  ice  cream  sold  in  the  district 
is  manufactured  at  premises  outside  the  Urban  District, 
chiefly  in  the  London  area,  but  also  as  far  away  as  Brighton 
and  Bristol.

Generally,  food  trade  premises  comply  with  the  require- 
ments  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  although  there  is 
room  for  improvement.

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified  during  1949.  The 
district  has  been  free  from  cases  of  Diphtheria  for  four  years 
m succession.  This  happy  result  is  attributable  to 
immunisation. 

Diphtheria  has  not  been 
Jimmated.  Carriers  still  exist,  and  we  must  be  prepared  to 
pi  with  cases  of  Diphtheria  at  any  moment.  Early 
Mgnosis  and  early  treatment  are  the  principal  safeguards 
tgamst  mortality.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  should  be  adminis- 
re  jy  medical  practitioners  on  suspicion  and  while  awaiting 
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bacteriological  confirmation  of  diagnosis  Otherwise  any 
suspected  case  should  be  admitted  to  isolation  hospital  for 
close  observation,  and  to  avoid  delay  in  treatment. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  It  is  important  that  a 
constant  Xrt  be  made  to  sustain  a high_  standard  of 
rmunity  in  the  child  PoP«lation.  Immunisation  is  nov^^^^ 

free  familv  service  under  the  National  Health  bervice. 
Every  motLr  must  give  her  baby  the  benefit 
at  or  ^fore  the  age  of  one  year.  Every  child  must  be 
reinforced  before  entering  nursery  school  or  day  school. 
Every  school  child-  must  be  reinforced  at  the  age  of  eight  to 
nine  years.  Application  for  immunisation  can  be  made  to  the 
familv  doctor  or  to  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  or 
SSedical  Officer  of  Health,  The  Public  Health  Department, 
Chipstead  Road,  Banstead.

MeasIvES.  Measles  was  epidemic  from  January  to  April 
spreading  from  Banstead  to  Woodmansterne,  Nork  and 
Tattenham.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases  were 
notified.  Forty-two  were  institutional  cases  and  of  these 
thirty-seven  were  removed  to  isolation  hospitals.  There  was 
no  death.  The  case  rate  was  6.99  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  8.95  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and 
Wales.

Measles  is  a debilitating  illness  and  liable  to  complication 
by  secondary  infections  causing  pneumonia  and  broncho- 
pneumonia. Careful  nursing  and  careful  convalescence  are 
necpsar}^  especially  during  the  Winter  months  and  early 
The  early  catarrhal  phase  of  measles  is  particularly 
catarrh  of  the  throat,  nose  and  eyes, 
which  lasts  for  three  or  four  days  before  the  rash  appears! 
1 he  temperature  is  elevated  and  this  is  a signal  for  pre- 
cautionary isolation.  Children  sent  to  school  in  the  catarrhal 
phase  of  measles  are  the  source  of  spread  of  much  infection 
which  could  with  care  be  avoided. 

Health  Visitors  are  informed  of  all  notified  cases  so  that 
they  may  give  advice  and  help  where  necessary. 


Whooping  Cough.  One  hundred  cases  were  notified  a 
ecrease  of  seventy-three  cases.  One  institutional  case  was 
admitted  to  hospital.  The  case  rate  was  3.07  per  1 000  of 
population,  compared  with  2.39  per  1,000  of  population  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  was  no  death.

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The  occurrence  of  small  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning; 
involving  single  families,  indicates  the  need  for  the  utmost 
care  in  the  handling  and  preparation  of  food,  not  only  in  food 
premises,  but  also  in  private  households. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  preliminary  consideration  was 
given  to  the  adoption  of  Byelaws  applicable  to  the  handling 
of  food  for  sale.  These  will  require  that  a reasonable 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  by  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  handling  of  food  with  the  object  of  securing  adequate 
protection  against  food  poisoning. 

Pnkumonia.  In  1949,  of  six  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
pneumonia,  one  was  notified  previous  to  death.  The  total 
number  of  notified  cases  was  five.
